WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 — (UP) 


—Acknowledging a former mem- 
bership in the Ku Klux Klan, 
Hugo L. Black prepared today to 
don the black robes of a high just- 
ice and to sit Monday for the first 
time as an associate justice of the 
United States supreme court. 


Speaking to an estimated 31,- 


000,000 persons over the nation's 
combined 
radio 
networks last 


night, Justice Black set forth his 
former connection with the IClan, 
denounced, indirectly, its creed and 
objectives, and pleaded for relig- 
ious tolerance and liberal princi- 
ples. 


Black Will Not Resign 


His .speech effectively ended all 


reports that he might resign or 
that he would accept any sugges- 
tion that he should resign. It was 
believed that he had endeavored 
to close finally the public contro- 
versy growing out of a newspaper 
expose of his former Klan affilia- 
tion. 


First, reaction from public fig- 


ures was favorable to Black, and 
many expressed the opinion that 
the matter now was closed. 


But in Phoenix, Ariz., Sen. Hen- 


ry F. Ashurst, D., Ariz., chairman 
of the senate judiciary committee, 
said he could not discuss the 
speech because "I may be called 
on to sit at an impeachment trial 
against him, and T could not risk 
disqualification 
by forming an 


opinion."

"I did join the Klan," Black 


said, speaking each word, slowly, 
distinctly into the microphones. 


"I later resigned. I never re- 


joined."

"I have never considered and I 


do not now consider the unsolicited 
card given to me shortly after my 
nomination to the senate as a 
membership of any kind in the Ku 
Klux Klan.

Sol- 
diers stood at present arms along 
the roadway and a band was 
blaring the artillerymen's anthem 
"The 
Caissons Go Rolling Along." 


The president was reviewing the 
garrison of Fort Lewis, Wash. 


Mr. Roosevelt had been riding 


in a closed car equipped with a 
radio a short time before th 
speech, because it was raining. Th 
rain slackened as he approache' 
Tacoma and lie moved to an ope; 
car that carried no radio. Oc 
casioru.-' til-ops of rain failed t 
drive him from the open car. To 
day, the president's associates saj 
that he could not have hean 
Justice Black's speech because i 
was delivered in a 12-minute inter 
val during which Mr. Roosevel 
was riding in the open car.

except one business establishment, 
had sleeping: occupants, none was 
injured. 


Police could suggest no motive. 
The shootings, which occurred 


in scattered sections, began at 5 
a. m., when two charges of gun- 
shot blasted windows in the home 
of Police Commissioner Wilfred 
Rivet, 


This was followed closely by 


two shots at the home of Judge 
Edward Dwyer. 


When the commissioner tele- 


phoned Mayor Joseph Pratt, Pratt 
said his home likewise had been 
fired on.

groes, he cited his record of liber- 
alism in the senate. 


He had started his brief speech 


with an attack — indirectly put — 
against persons he deemed respon- 
sible for the expose of his Klan af- 
filiation. 


During' his European vacation 


from which he returned Wednai- 
day, Justice Black said there had 
been "a planned and concerted 
campaign" which "is calculated to 
create racial and religious hatred."

"Be- 
hold what manner of love the 
Father hath bestowed upon us, 
that we should be called the chil- 
dren of God." 
This is not our 


right, but God, in great love be- 
stowed it on us through faith, in 
which we manifested a desire for 
membership in God's family. But 
this family privilege carries with 
it a certain responsibilty, 
viz., 


we should resemble somewhat or 
"take after" the Father whose 
children we are: 
"Beloved, now 


are we children of God, and it is 
not yet made manifest what we 
shall be. 
We know that, if he 


shall be manifested, we shall be 


like him; for we shall ice him 
even as he is. 
And everyone 


that hath this hope set or. him 
purifieth himself, even as he is 
pure." The life of purity is re- 
quired of those who belong to the 
family of a holy God.

ASHINGTON — Despite all the name 


calling and fist waving, the C.I.O. 


bolters will not be expelled from the A. F. 
of L. at its convention in Denver early next 
month. 
~ C.I.O. rulers will be excoriated ; their 
political affiliate, Labor's 
Non-Partisan 


League, will be raked from stem to stern; 
but the Federation moguls will carefully 
stop short of swinging the axe. Their plan 
is to have the convention empower the Ex- 
ecutive Council to oust the rival unions 
when the Council sees fit. 


This will mean a continuance of the 


status quo. 
The C.I.Oers are now in a 


state of suspension, though they consider 
themselves completely outside Federation 
ranks. 


Two factors underlie the caution of the 


Federation leaders. 


One is the existence of a strong body 


of sentiment 
in the Executive 
Council 


against taking a step that would end all 
hope of peace. 
There ,are a number of 


Federation chiefs who still feel that har- 
mony can be restored, and they are vigor- 
ously opposed to doing anything that 
would slam the door on that hope. 


At the recent secret Council delibera- 


tions in Atlantic City they were 
strong 


enough to override die-hard demands that 
Lewis and his allies be cast out. 


The second reason is that the A. F. of 


L. is not yet strong enough in the various 
State Federations to put through a whole- 
sale ouster. 


The C.I.O. is strongly entrenched in a 


number of these organizations. 
An expul- 


sion order would create chaos in the Fed- 
eration and open the way for its rival to 
capture some of the state units. The secret 
Federation strategy is to houseclean the 
State Federations and then, when it is sure 
of its control, to crack the whip. Until 
then its plan is to lie low and bide its time. 


NOTE — One freak result of the C.I.O.- 


A. F. L. battle is the paradox that practi- 
cally all editorial employees of Federation 
weeklies and magazines, which have been 
pummeling the 
C.T.O. with might and 


main, are members of a C.I.O. union. The 
American Newspaper Guild, to which they 
belong, recently switched affiliations from 
the Federation to the C.I.O.

Are the benefits derived 
from 


Inter-scholastic debating of suffi- 
cient worth to warrant the time 
and effort which those participat- 
ing must spend 
to 
successfully 


carry on the activity? - 
'' 


In order to answer the above 


quesL'on It will be necessary to 
enumerate the various educational 
objectives that can be 
achieved 


through inter-scholastic debating, 


One of the primary objectives 


which can be realized in this ac- 
tivity is that of requiring the in- 
dividual - to study thoroughly all 
sides of the controversial 
issue 


that forms the subject for debate. 
Certainly, we all agree that the 
development of the habit of criti- 
cally examining all phases of the 
problem is a desirable educational 
objective. 


Since the subjects 
for 
Inter- 


scholastic debates are always pres- 
ent day social problems the deba- 
ters should increase their sensitiv- 
ity to such problems and their de- 
sire and ability to solve theso 
problems. 


The actual debating should In- 


crease the pupil's ability to an- 
alyze and refute the contentions 
of others; thus encouraging criti- 
cal thinking and ability to express 
his thoughts. 


The platform work should also 


increase the individual's poise and 
self-confidence when speaking be- 
fore the student body now, and be- 
fore adult groups later as leaders 
in his community. 


The pupil's ability to collect, or- 


ganize, and apply pertinent data 
to the solution of his problems can 
also be increased ,by means of the 
preparation of his speeches. 


The actual debate can increase 


the individual's ability to take both 
victory and defeat in a sportsman- 
like manner. 


Since cooperation 
within the 


squad is essential to successful de- 
bating, the pupils should learn to 
increasingly cooperate in the solu- 
tion of their common problems. 


We sincerely believe that the 


above objectives are desirable and 
can be achieved through 
inter- 


scholastic debating. Therefore, we 
would answer in the affirmative to 
the question of the worth of inter- 
scholastic debating in the realiza- 
tion of desirable educational ob- 
jectives.

Fall Care of Evergreens 


It is an established 
fact 
that 


evergreens must go inlo the Win- 
ter with wet feet if they are to 
avoid severe damage. The expres- 
sion wet feet is interpreted as be- 
ing wet around the roots. 


Right now, all evergreen and es- 


pecially those planted this year 
and last year should be watered 
heavily because of the extreme 
drynnss of the soil. 
Unless you 


have recently dug into the ground 
you do not realize how dry it is. 


By watering; merely sprinkling 


is not meant and a small amount 
of water is worse than none at all.

Syringing removes 
the dust and keeps the dormant 
buds soft so that they will develop 
as soon as their season comes and

ASHINGTON — Despite all the name 
calling and fist waving, the C.I.O. 
bolters will not be expelled from the A. F. 
of L. at its convention in Denver early next 
month. 
C.I.O. rulers will be excoriated; their 
political 
affiliate, Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League, will be raked from stem to stern; 
but the Federation moguls will carefully 
stop short of swinging the axe. Their plan 
is to have the convention empower the Ex­ 
ecutive Council to oust the rival unions 
when the Council sees fit. 
This will mean a continuance of the 
The C.I.Oers are now in a 
school principal because she would not 
call a girl classmate from her room and 
take them out for an ice cream cone.

“If this boy lives and gets well, he will 
certainly be very bewildered about the hot 
feelings which drove him to run amuck 
and himself. 
Some things deep within 
him — adolescence, the bursting of a little 
boy into a big boy, some grievance against 
his small world which perhaps his parents 
didn’t know about, maybe 
some 
quirk 
within his own mind — such things and 
others like them sent Robert Snyder on his 
tragic warpath. 
“This is a child ‘crime’, and as such 
should be judged quite differently from 
such a crime by a grown-up. Kind people 
everywhere should heed the admonition 
to ’judge not’.” 
This is very true. 
It may be, however, 
only half the picture. 
People should rec­ 
ognize more clearly the danger to young 
minds of the gangster element in films, 
radio plays and stories, on which this boy’s 
imagination fed until they swept away 
reality and wove that dangerous dream­ 
world of his. 
There is far too much of 
such stuff, and it is far too accessible to 
inflammable minds.

then its plan is to lie low and bide its time. 
NOTE— One freak result of the C.I.O.- 
A. F. L. battle is the paradox that practi­ 
cally all editorial employees of Federation 
weeklies and magazines, which have been 
pummeling the C.I.O. 
with might and 
main, are members of a C.I.O. union. The 
American Newspaper Guild, to w hich they 
belong, recently switched affiliations from 
the Federation to the C.I.O.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 — (UP) 


—Acknowledging a former mem- 
bership in the Ku Klux 
Klan, 


Hugo L. Black prepared today to 
don the black robes of a high just- 
ice and to sit Monday for the first 
time as an associate justice of the 
United States supreme court. 


Speaking to an estimated 31,- 


000,000 persons over the nation's 
combined 
radio networks 
last 


night, Justice Black set forth his 
former connection with the Klan, 
denounced, indirectly, its creed and 
objectives, and pleaded for relig- 
ious tolerance and liberal princi- 
ples. 


Black Will Not Resign 


His .speech effectively ended att 


reports that he might resign or 
that he would accept any sugges- 
tion that he should resign. It was 
believed that he had endeavored 
to close finally the public contro- 
versy growing out of a newspaper 
expose of his former Klan affilia- 
tion. 


First reaction from public fig- 


ures was favorable to Black, and 
many expressed the opinion that 
the matter now was closed. 


But in Phoenix, Ariz., Sen. Hen- 


ry F. Ashurst, D., Ariz., chairman 
of the senate judiciary committee, 
said he could not discuss the 
speech because "I may be called 
on to sit at an impeachment trial 
against him, and I could not risk 
disqualification 
by forming an 


opinion."

"I have never considered and I 


do not now consider the unsolicited 
card given to me shortly after my 
nomination to the senate as a 
membership of any kind in the Ku 
Klux Klan. 
I have never used It. 


I did not even keep it.

Justice Hugo L. Black's speech on 
his past affiliation with the Ku 
Klux Klan last night either by 
design or circumstance, and he 
was expected to decide today 
whether 
to 
comment 
on 
the 


supreme court justice's explana- 
tion. 


At the moment that the Justice 


was aaying that he had "dropped, 
discontinued and abandoned" the 
Klan, Mr. Roosevelt was moving 
slowly in an open automobile on 
the four-track highway connecting 
Olyriipia and Tacoma, Wash. Sol- 
diers stood at present arms along 
the roadway and a band was 
blaring, the artillerymen's anthem 
"The Caissons Go Rolling Along." 
The president was reviewing the 
garrison of Fort Lewis, Wash. 


Mr. Roosevelt had been riding 


in a closed car equipped with a 
radio a short time before the 
speech, because it was raining. The 
rain slackened as he approached 
Tacoma and he moved to an open 
car that carried no radio. Oc- 
cAatort#..4$rops of rain failed to 
drive him from the open car. To- 
day, the president's associates say 
that he could not have heard 
Justice Black's speech because it 
was delivered in a 12-minute inter- 
val during which Mr. Roosevelt 
was riding in the open car. 
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'PHANTOM SNIPER' 
FIRES SHOTGUN AT 
OFFICIALS' 
HOMES 


WOONSOCKET, R. I., OCT. 2 


— (UP)—A 'phantom sniper,' arm- 
ed with a shotgun, broke windows 
in the homes of the mayor, the 
police commissioner and other'of- 
ficials early today and was in- 
directly responsible for the death 
of a motorcycle policeman. 


The policeman, Albert Lemoine, 


32, father of four children, was 
killed when his motorcycle crashed 
into a cement wall while he was 
cruising the city in search of the 
sniper. 


Though all eight buildings fired, 


except one business establishment, 
had sleeping occupants, none was 
injured. 


Police could suggest no motive. 
The shootings, which occurred 


in scattered sections, began at 5 
a. m., when two charges of gun- 
shot blasted windows in the home 
of Police Commissioner Wilfred 
Rivet. 


This was followed closely by 


two shots at the home of Judge 
Edward Dwyer. 


When the 
commissioner tele- 


phoned Mayor Joseph Pratt, Pratt 
said his home likewise had been 
fired on.

Clark Benham. sen- 
ior student from Scarsdale, N. Y., 
was treated for scalp wounds after 
being slugged on the head. 


Tear gas and police night sticks 


broke up the riot at 1 a. m. after 
the students, fired with enthusiasm 
after a pep meeting for the Mich- 
igan-Michigan State game, rushed 
a downtown theatre. 
Hundreds 


strong, the students marched from 
the campus to the Michigan thea- 
ter and demanded a free 
show. 


Benham was struck, allegedly by 
a theater employe, during the 
foray.

lAght Globes Broken

students to new heights. 
They 


twisted hundreds of electric light 
globes from the theatre marquee 
and threw them into the street. 
Two

Repulsed in their

piled rubbish in front of the build- 
ing and fired eggs at the show 
house. Then they lit two bonfires 
in the middle of the street. When 
a fire truck was called, the prank- 
sters met it half way and, after 
taking the ignition key away from 
the driver, deflated the tires and 
pushed the truck onto the side- 
walk. Helpless, the firemen called 
police. 


Officers rushed to the scene and 


fired two tear gas shells into the
